Because you arc thus pcnnited to stand untouched by this attack, tho people 
of this state will stand with you and for you. It is true in this land of. ours 
there will always be people who are willing to compromise with justice 
and truth. But for the most part our citizenship is> comprised of a people 
who are dev.oted to that which is right. And because of this the present 
campaign has during these past few days become a sort of crusade. And 
it is a difficult thing to defeat a man who leads a crusade. You are 
crusading for a God given way of life.

As a result of our many years association together, I fool that I have 
an insight ii)to your character and a knowledge of your concepts of life 
that few men possess. From our many personal relationships and 
the confidences we have .sluii-ed toy ether, I am convinced that I am 
acquainted with your views, both political, moral and spiritual. 
Knowing 
your violent hatred i>t Communism which was proven on tho field 
ot battle, and considering the above thoughts, I 1'ocl that I know some- 
thing of what this accusation has meant to you. 


However, it is not the accusation that is of such vital importance just 
now. 
The important element for consideration is found in the. thct that 


the confidence of your supporters has soared to a new hjah in spite of the 
attack. This can only be so as. a result of your past life, bpth political 
and private. It. was a comparatively easy thing ' for your opponent to 
hurl nii almost hysterical charges.' But .tho test is found in the fact 
that when you-met the attack, you were defended only, and protected only by 
the defense of a well grounded life; a life so-liven and proven that you 
stood unscathed. 11'is'my conviction that'this l'ac| alone will mean more 
to you than: all tho political vieiuries po.ss.iblc for.you to attain. 


Because you arc thus pcnnited to stand untouched by this attack, tho people 
of this state will stand with you and for you. It is true in this land of. ours 
there will always be people who are willing to compromise with justice 
and truth. But for the most part our citizenship is> comprised of a people 
who are dev.oted to that which is right. And because of this the present 
campaign has during these past few days become a sort of crusade. And 
it is a difficult thing to defeat a man who leads a crusade. You are 
crusading for a God given way of life. 
And such a way of life is built 
on devotion to the Creator and the rights oi mankind whom he created. 
Therefore, you have the right to fight beck, and that you will fight I 
have no doubt. But you will fight with words of truth and wisdom; and 
because of this our confid.er.ee in you will never recede.
